What does the nation 
lose by the idiots made go by alcohol 
The whole u umber of idiotic persons 
reported in the census table in 24,- 
627, of which 11,053 are caused by 
alcohol, the degenerate offspring of 
diunkards.

number of idiotic persons, 35,040, 
aud the member traceable to alcohol 
or its effects, 17,080.
